Selectmen's Report. 


To the Citizens and Tax Payers of the Town of 
Jefferson :— 

The annual report of the Town Officials is sub- 
mitted this year in the new form as required by the 
State Tax Commission who are requiring all Towns 
to use a uniform system of accounting. The report 
shows plainly the financial condition of the Town 
and how the money has been used, but we would 
call attention to several items of expense for which 
there was no appropriation and other matters. 

The building of the Dry Bridge on the Meadows 
by John A. Rogers at an expense of $617.46 was 
made necessary by the floods during the month of 
June last when the old bridge was destroyed. This 
same flood caused many washouts that had to be 
immediately repaired thus causing an extra outlay 
by the Road Agents to the amount of $1051.62. 

You will notice that we have added to our 
liabilities the sum of $2400 for Steam Roller. This 
amount might reasonably have been left out as we 
are only required to raise the sum of $500 each year 
but we thought best to show the whole indebtness 
at this time and thus save future explanation. 

We paid $500 more on the Town Bonds than 
was voted at our last annual meeting. The reason 
for thus doing is explained in this way—our bonds 
were given for thirty thousand dollars payable in 
twenty years, which made the payment of fifteen 
hundred dollars compulsory. 

After placing the Bonds we took up the Town 
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Note at the Whitefield Bank and finding. one there 
against the Jefferson School Board we took it up 
thereby saving the Town interest that would be, 
now, about 2 per cent a year. 

We had to pay the Jefferson School Board the 
sum of $775, which was not, but should have been ~ 
appropriated, according to law.

School Board Report 


JEFFERSON, N. H. 
To! Jani 31;/1918: 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the School District 
of Jefferson, N. H. 

Owing to a change in the Laws, tne School Year 
does not close until August 31st, next, and hereafter 
the Fiscal Year for Schools will close on that date. 
Hence, it will be necessary to make an extra appro- 
priation to cover the period from February 15th to 
August 31st or when the Term closes. 

We would especially call your attention to the 
repairs made on the various School Houses which 
were aosolutely necessary, but for which there was 
no appropriation. The repairing of the Cherry 
Mountain School was acted on at our last School 
Meeting by a vote of the District and the matter was 
left to the School Board. The School Board called 
a meeting of the residents of the Cherry Mountain 
neighborhood and carefully went over the premises 
and pointed out what would be necessary to make 
the old building suitable for a school and all were 
unanimous in having it done, hence the action of 
the Board. The building is there and will speak 
for itself. It cost something, but so do all good 
things, and the better you have them the more they 
cost. 

The Meadows School House was in bad shape 
and it was repaired at an expense of $249.76, there 
was no appropriation made for that, but it had to 
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be done. Over $300.00 was expended on the High 
School, Starr King, Highland and Valley Schools 
and the places were greatly improved but not per- 
fected. If some of these repairs had been made 
by our predecessors it wouldn’t have come so hard at 
this time. What we have done will not have to be 
done next year. 

We have performed our duties as we saw them 
and, although we expect unfavorable comment, we 
content ourselves with the thought that it was bet- 
ter to be criticised for doing too much than too little. 

While we might not have as good a High 
School as they have in some of our neighboring vil- 
lages and cities, yet we are proud to say that ours 
has received the approval of the State Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, and is as good as we can 
afford to have at present and trust that nothing 
will be done or attempted to lower its standard or 
to close it. | 

This report only covers’ the period ending 
Jan. 31st, the same as the Town Report, but the 
final and full report will be submitted at the expira- 
tion of the school year, August 31st, next.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board and Citizens of Jefferson : 

The Superintendent of Schools herewith sub- 
mits his eighth report. 

Attention is called at this time to the fact that 
by legal enactment of the last legislature the cur- 
rent school year ends August 31, 1918 and annually © 
thereafter. It will be necessary at the next school 
meeting to raise the annual budget for the school 
year beginning September 1, 1918 and also to raise 
an appropriation to cover the interim from January 
31, 1918 to August 31, 1918. After this plan is 
adopted money raised in March will not be called 
for till September, thus it will not be necessary to 
hire money before the taxes are available. This 
will be a distinct advantage. 

The school on Cherry Mt. has been opened in 
a very well remodelled little building. The school 
board should be congratulated on the appearance of 
this schoolhouse. Although it would have been 
cheaper to erect a new building, the board felt 
bound by the vote of the district to repair the old 
house. Voters must remember that the board was 
instructed to do this work but not a cent of money 
was appropriated; so it was inevitable that the 
school money should be overdrawn. The building 
was remodelled and equipped at a cost of approxi- 
mately $1800.00. 

Repairs and Improvements 

Some repair work was done on nearly all of the 

schoolhouses and the results have been gratifying. 
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The toilets at Meadows have been cemented, a ven- 
tilator installed, and the foundation repaired. 

The desks and walls have been refinished at the 
Valley, Highland and Starrking. One toilet at 
Highland has been rebuilt. A new cabinet has 
been placed in the high school laboratory and the 
grammar room at the Hill divided by a partition. — 
There remains, however, considerable to be done. 
All the houses except the one at Cherry Mt. should 
be painted outside. The Valley and Starrking 
houses should be shingled. The Valley house needs 
a hardwood fioor. The high school building should 
have a new foundation. In nearly all the houses, 
some inside repairs are necessary. The school 
board asks for $1000 to be expended this coming 
year. It is economy to keep the buildings in good 
repair and the school board should be commended 
for doing so much to put the houses in good condi- 
tion. 

Parent Teacher Association 

This association should receive the support of 
every citizen interested in the welfare of the 
schools. Here is an opportunity for teachers and 
parents to take counsel together regarding school 
matters. The recent meeting addressed by Direc- 
tor E. L. Silver of Plymouth Normal School was 
very helpful to those present. Mr. Silver urges 
the importance of sending students to the normal 
school that they may be trained to teach the ele- 
mentary schools later. There is a great need of 
more trained teachers. 

Memorial Day 

This day was observed by appropriate exer- 
cises. It is especially fitting just now to give 
special attention to those who sacrifice for the 
country. As the heroes of ’65 bled for national 
preservation, the boys in khaki are bleeding for 
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international peace and safety. The schools are 
trying to teach patriotism and war service. 
Special Activities 
The schools are emphasizing certain activities 
which need not detract from school work and yet 
help win the war. ‘Thrift stamps are being sold 
and plans are being made for gardens next summer. 
Conservation of fuel and the raising of pork are 
also being discussed. Citizens are urged to en- 
courage pupils to do all they can to help the coun- 
try.

The report at the close of the year in June, 
1917, showed a total registration, 208. 
Average membership, 173.98. 
Average attendance, 159.50. 
Per cent of attendance, 91.

Meeting of School Board 
The regular meetings of the School Board are 
held on the first Tuesday of the month, at which 
time bills are approved, reports heard and plans 
made for the school welfare. The public should 
appreciate the faithfulness of the members who 
give much more time than they are paid for. 
The Teachers 
Jefferson has been very fortunate in retaining 
nearly all the teachers of last year; consequently a 
better grade of work has been done. The welfare 
of our schools is of the utmost importance. In 
these times of unrest and war activities, every thing 
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possible should be done to keep the schools up to 
their very best. The future will greatly need edu- 
cated men in all lines of activity. We should profit 
by the experience of England and France and keep 
the boys and girls in school. England and France 
are reaping a harvest of juvenile crime as a_ result 
of neglecting the schools when war began. America 
does not want such results. Democracy demands ~ 
an educated people. We must not only “make the 
world safe for democracy” but we must “make a 
democracy safe for the world.” 

Jefferson ought to appreciate its schools and 
corps of efficient teachers. 

With the advice and consent of the _ school 
board, I recommend that the following sums be — 
appropriated for the fiscal year beginning Septem- 
ber 1, 1918.
